Resumption of the Great 
Scandal Oase in 
Brooklyn. 


Mr. Evarts Continues His Address 
for the Defense. 


He Insists that Tilton’s Trou- 
bles Were Forced on 
Beecher. 
Tilton Joined Bowen in a 
Scheme to Destroy 
Beecher. 


It Was a Conspiracy All Around, 
According to Mr. Evarts. 


EVARTS’ ADDRESS. 

POINTS ELABORATED. 
Bvectal Dispatch to Thr Chicage Tribune. 
New Tonk, June 1.—The argument of Mr. 
Evarts in summing up for Mr. Beecher was con- 
tinned yesterday. The principal topics of bis 
address were Mrs. Tilton's separation from her 
busband in December, 1870, Mr. Tilton's rela- 
tions with Mr. Bowen, and his financial circum- 
. stances in 1870 and thereafter, the interview of 
Mr. Beecher aod Mr. Bowen with reference to 
Tilton’s letter demanding resiguation, the 
Winsted affair, the firet interview between Mr. 
Tilton and Mr. Beecher after the alleged 
discovery of adultery, and the destruction 
of Mrs. Tiiton’s alleged letter of 
confession. The audience was smaller than 
last week. 

Mr. Evarts will occapy the remainder of the 
week in finishing his argument. Mr. Beach says 
be will bave to speak longer than two days to 
answer the uncxpectediy prolonged summing up 
for the defense. 

Mr. Evarts’ address was 

MUCH MORE ARGUMENTATIVE 
than previously, and was, therefore, proportion- 
ately less interesting tothe audience. Mr. Tu- 
ton took a nap of a quarter of an hour in the 


afternoon. 

Among the lawyers of the city Mr. Evarts’ ar- 
gument receives the very highest commendation 
for its acateness and great logical force. Up to 
to-day the address was little more than intro- 
ductory. Now he bas settled down to the se- 
verer work of reasoning. He argued, among 
other things, t Mr. Bowen's sole object in 
coalescing with Mr. Tilton was to dethrone 
Beecber from the editorial chair of the Christian 
Union. 

(Te the Associated Press. | 
BEECHER HAS NO SECRETS non HIS WIFE. 

New Tonk. June 1.—Mr. Eva.ts to-day con- 
tinued his address for the defense in the Tilton- 
Beecber suit, oefore a crowded house. Hoe said 
he bad endeavored to lay before the jury tue 
extuation of the parties as set forth m their 
character and relations, which would enable the 
jury to judge of their movements. He would 
call their attention to the fact that in December, 
1870, Beecher referred Bowen to his (Beecher's) 
wife. There was an aspect attempted to be iv- 
troduced into this case that tuere was an attempt 
on the part of Beecher to preclude all knowledge 
of hie relations with Mrs. Tilton from 
his wife, but the parties on the other 


was told that Mrs. Beecher had letters of her 
husband's, received from Mrs. Tiiton, while nis 
wife was in Marietta, so tbat the jury could na ve 
no doubt but that all Beecher’s co:respondence 
was in the bands of his wife. 

BESSIE TURKER'S STORY. 

The counsel then referred to the meeting be- 
tween Beecher and Tilton on the 30th of Decem- 
ber, 1870, aud said that the evidence entirely re- 
futed tae theory of the plaintiff, and showed that 
the testimony was false. Jo his own koowledge 
Tilton, in bis direct examination, denied there 
was any seperation or incompatibility of views 
between him and his wife until the final aban- 
doning of her home by Mrs. Tilton. In the light 
of the evidence, what became of this view of 
the plaintiff aud of the faith of the jury 
in the foundation of the cause thus leid 
in falschood? The e¢évidence was very 
plain, as given by Beecher, supported d 
Bessie Turner, and Bowen, and Beil. Accord- 
ing to Beeciter, there came like a thunderbolt on 
him a revelation of cruelty on the of the 
wile and of infidelity on the part of ber has- 
band. This revelation came from Bessic Tur- 
ner, end, when he was spoken to on the subject, 
he referred them to his wife, and there was a 
consultation in which Deacon Bell took part, and 
came with the slip from Beecher to his wife, 
when he Was busy and could not attend to the 
matter. In the 
CONVERSATION BETWEEN BOWEN AND BEECHER, 
thea it was disclosed to Bowen this whole transac- 
tion, and he was referred to Mrs. Beecher as 
having the largest knowledge of the facts bear- 
ing on the subject, and the views and opinions 
of Mra, Beecher, being then found, were no 
doubt conveyed to Bowen when he went there. 
Beecher then took counsel with Beil, one of his 
parishioners, about the matter, and asked his 
advice. Beecher stated to him that Mre. Tilton 
had left ber husband's house and gone to her 
mother’s, and that Tilton’s licentiousness had 
been very low. and his conduct to Mrs. Tilton 
bad been marked with

Snortly after Bowen took the paper to Beech r, 
which was to drive him out of Brooklyn, * 
(Bowen) shook his fist in Tilton's face, and seid 
that if he ever acknowledged that he (Bowen 
had anyth to do with thie letter he wo 
cashier him from the Independent. 

Mr. Evarte referred to the statement in the 
“True Story,” in regard to the enmity of Mrs, 
Morse and Mrs. Beecher. The latter was pro- 
nounced by Tilton his most relentless enemy. 
She never received any of bis confidences and 
was never deceived by 
discrepancies between | 
Mr. Storrs was % witness. who was the 
friend of Mr. Tilton, and sti 
latter sala if be had happened to 
meet him be should have made him his confi- 
dant instead of Moulton. if this was so what 
a pity it was he faiied to finda friend who pos- 
eeesed the intelligence and integrity of Storrs! 
Now, the latter testified that oo the 2d of Janu- 
ary, 1871, Mr. Tilton told him his ground of 
complains against Beecher was that Mr. Beecher, 
Mrs. Beecher, and Mrs. Morse had been 
TELLING STORIES AGAINST HIM 
to Bowen. and bad influenced his wife 
bim. The testimony proved completely that 
these were the causes of Tiiton’s batred towar 16 
Beecher. When Mr. Tilton was recalled 
to the staud he did not utter one 
word of denial of this entirely new 
matter introduced by Storrs. The theory of the 
plalutiſl was, it was not until his lofty crown had 
been taken away, uotil the shrine and sdéptre 
had been plucked away. that the stories against 
Tilton poured in upon Bowen. The truth of 
these stories he did not propose to discuss; bat 
Tilton set up the theory that umgil his removal 
they bad not been reported to wen. aod that 
Beecher had no instrumentality in bis removal 
by Bowen. It was pretended by the plaintiff 
that he was a wealthy and p mao until 
the act of Bowen in discharging bim tbat this 
did not, as he formerly represen strip bim. 
He pretended it was not until the chimes of St. 
Avon's were ringingia the year 1671 that he 
was first aware toat afy moth had corrupted the 
garment of lis pride. 

TILZON'S IMPECUNIOSITY. 

Mr. Evarts then discussed the het of property 
testatied to by Tilton, arguing that it was sub- 
stantially worchless, as being nosalable and un- 
productive. Since the begiuning of 1871 plain- 
tiff had, with the exception of what he bad 
picked up io his lecture tours, received no m- 
come excep: the $4,000 then in the bands of 
Woodruff & Robinson. the $7,000 received from 
Bowen, the money paid by Beecher for Bessie 
Turner's schooliag, the $5,000 for which Beecher 
mortgaged his house, and contributions of sub- 
soribers to the Golden Age. At the close of 
1870 ‘Lilton’s business affairs were in a state of 
complete prostration, and it was then that he 
joined with Bowen in an effort 

TO DESTROY BEECHER, 

get rid of the editor of a rival paper, and leave 
them masters of the situation. Bowen took the 
missive of Tilton to Beecher, aud the result of 
this effort was, as Tilton testified, that the next 
time be saw Bowen the latter was iu a terrific 
rage; that Bowen said if Tilton dared to say he 
was a conspirator with bim, that he had auy- 
thing to do with that letter, he would cashier 
him and turn him out of the office. It was 
pretty evident that on this 27th day of Decem- 
ber, 1870, Tilton did not stand on velvet with 
Bowen, and that the engineer bad been hoist 
with bisown petard. On that day Tilton stood 
& ruined man, aod he knew himself to be so. It 
wasshown that at every step in his testimony 
Tiltou resorted to weak and foolish inventions, 
which would not stand in the light of 
the evidence furnished by his witnesses. 
lt was when be found that his attempt 
to iptimidate. Beecher had only completed 
his own ruin that Tilton determined to resist 
Beecher, by getting around that great generous 
heart of his, which was., as Tilton testified, that 
which made Beecher great. ‘Tilton had said that 
the way to get at the heart was to persuade 
Beecher that he had 

DONE A MAN AN INJURY, b 
however slight, and that if other men knew this 
as well as he did, they would impose on him «a 
great. deal more. 

Evarts then spoke of the remorse naturally 
felt by a man of delicate and noble feelings in 
believing that he had impreperly interfered in 
a household which — to bim in relations 
of triendehip. He could not, he said. sufficiently 
express his scorn for the disposition which 
would judge every man by motives which would, 
influence the coarsest and basest natures. Men 
who so argued would not only not recognize 
those sentiments which tended to raise a mortal 
tothe skies, but they endeavored to establish 
tbose which wouid drag an. down. 

Evarts quoted in ths on the lines of 
Cowper : 

Oh, why were farmers made 80 coarse, 
Or parsons made so fine? 

A kick that acarce would move a horse, 
May kill a sound divine. 

The counsel then spoke of the testimony of 
the nurse, Mrs. Mitchell, in regard to the 
despairing state of mind manifested by Tilton 
after hia removal by Bowen, and his deciaracions 
that he was ruined, which moved the girl Bessie 
Turner 80 that she sank down in a swoon. Then 
followed the visits of Mohiton to the house, and 
secret interviews with Mrs. Tilton. 

MR. MOULTON'S MEMORY WAS VERY PECULIAR 
on these points. He did not remember whether the 
woman was sick or whether she was in bed. It 
was a good thing to command one's faculties, 
and as memory was a faculty he (Evarts) sup- 
posed it might’ be a good thing to command that, 
He quoted the couversation in the School 
for al” in regard to the lady whose 
color came and’ went ai morning and night, and 
said taat when Moulion was on the stand one 
could almost see his memory come and go, and 
make the lady’s maid even fetch and carry. ll 
the testimony proved thatat this time Tilton 
was a ruined man; that he knew himself to be 
ruined, and that all his movements iu regard to 
Beecher, and io regard to his wife, were inspired 
by this knowledge. Bowen was called for tho 
plaintiff to prove that Beecher took no part in 
causivg Tiltou's discharge, but the story worked 
the other wav, and it was proved that Tilton 
1 was ruined on the 27th of December. 


THE WINSTED AFFAIR. 

After recess Evarts resumed. He said that 
another element showing the position of Beecher 
and Tilton on the 30th of December, 1870, grew 
out of the reality of the stories repeated 
to Mr. Bowen, which infinenced him in 
deciding upon Tilton’ discharge. That these 
stories related to an affair at Winsted 
and to an occurrence in the Brooklyn Union of- 
fice was shown by Tilton'’s own testimony. It 
was true that Tilton endeavored to easily brush 
these matters away, but, if these assertions 
proved to be facts, and ugly facts, they .eturcned 
to convict Tilton of falsehood, in addition to the 
discredit which their truth would otherwise oo- 

ion. The truth of these stories was also im- 
fortant in determining the question whether 
owen owed Tilton any money for abrogating 
his contracts Without notice. The contracts pro- 
vided for & penalty in such a case only in the 
event of action taking place witbout cause. 
Now, if Tilton’s conduct bad been such as to un- 
fit him to continue as editor of a religious jour- 
nal, Bowen was relieved from any debt to 
for terminating the contracts. ‘Tilton was ac- 
cused of 
SCANDALOUS AND IMMORAL CONDUCT 
during a visit at W Conn. The report 
was so strong when the alleged ooccurreace was 
fresh as to cause a letter to be written to 
Tilton about it, and to induce him to write 
letter in réply. He declared that the

That mach of the truth 
at least, was got from Bowen: that the en- 
ve of this letter Was closed by moisture. 
Boecher received this letter and read it, and 
he did pot fall down dead. On the 
contrary, he said: This man must be crazy.” 
That was enough for Bowen, He knew that if 
that unexpected appeal to Beecher's own con- 
sciousness signed by Theodore Tilton had been 
founded upon any fact, the guilt of the threat- 
ened criminal wo bave appeared, at least in 
bis face and manner. When Bowen said that, 
no matter what Mrs. Tuton told her husband or 
what he charged, there was no consciousness of 
offense dieplayed in Beecher’s countenance. All 
that happened was that Beecher was aware of 
Tilton’s eumity towards bim, and how Bowen 
must have rab tbe hands of his understand- 
ing ether when he beard of this. Beecher 
asked Bowen if he came there as a friend, ac- 
cording to the latter’s testimony, and Bowen an- 
swered that be was not hostile to him. If 
Beecher had been present at the interview be- 
fore this between Tilton and Bowen, at the lat- 
ters parior, what would he have thought of 
Bowen's conduct? These conspirators,— Bowen, 
Tilton, and Moulton,—when they were ber, 
thought that no eve saw or no ear their 
machinations. Nothing had happened to Beecher 
from the interview of Dec. 2, but a deal 
happened to Tilton and Bowen. The latter saw 
in what a light 

HIS COMPANIONSHIP WITH TILTON 
placed him, and hastened to leave it. Beecher 
told Gowen of the horrible stories about Tilton, 
of his cruelty to his wife, aod her flight from the 
house, togethur with Turner's story. 
Beecher thought Tilton was nota fit man to be 
on the Independent, and Bowen had then his 
mind made up on the subject, and had already 
told Tilton that he was goiog to disc ¢ him. 
Ihe vatare of the interview was that er 
did not care that,” said Evarts, susppmg bis 
fingers, for the mitsive be (Bowen) bore to bim, 
but Bowen was afraid that it migut go abroad 
about bis connection with the matter.” The jury 
were. men of common sense, and were not to 
discard all reason when they came into the jury- 
box. Did tney believe that a man, a 22 
moving in the society he did, ocoupied with Mrs. 
Tilton the relation of paramour and mistress, 
aud that after cighteen months it came 
to the husband's ears? Did the jury 
think that this woman would pick a 
quarrel with her husband and leave his. roof, 
when her husband had condoued the offense, 
and thus make it public? Could they imagine 
thata wife so situated could rush out of that 
house and leave her shame in the bands of her 
husband? Did they think Heary Ward Beecher 
would tura this woman over to his wife to apply 
to her all the examinacion that one woman would 
apply to another fallen ooe? If the jury would 
not take philosophy and the teachings of the 
Scripture on the subject, let them take the gen- 
erosity of Beecher's neart, which was inconsisé- 
ent with a course of profligacy which hardenad 
the heart. Do men (said counsel) gather figa of 
thisties, or grapes of thorns, or, having set 
thorus, do they expect a viotage ? 

THE CONFESSION. 

Counsel then reverted to the interview be- 
tween the alleged adalterer and the injared hus- 
band, after the offense has been committed, six 
months after these two men had been brought 
together ; and Evarts said he thought this was a 
more siguificant interview than any other. If 
any accusation was made at all it was made then. 
Whatever of confession, concession, or acqui- 
escence ou the — the accused ever took 
place, took piace and there. That was the 
period, situation, and aspect of tne affair all 
round. Mr. Tilton had then got, as he says, 
from his wife, a paper written in her own hand 
of some character and import—that is admitted. 
He got it ia her sick room by 
efforts persisted in day after day against 
the remonstrances of the nurse. He got that 
paper op the 29th, and presented it on the 30th. 
That paper was destroyed by Theodore Tilton, 
aud given him to destroy by Francie D. Moul- 
ton. What justification was there for Moulton, 
after the tripartite agreement was signed, to give 
this paper to Tilton to destroy? The jury had 
here a self-confessed, absolute treachery, aod 
absolute conviction of these parties’ own faise- 
hood. 

Mr. Charles Storrs, in his testimony, said he 
told Moulton that Sam Wilkeson had stated 
that all the papers should be burned, and 
that Moulton said they were all burned, and 
laughed and then stated: Henry Ward 
Beecher thinks they are burned. If they were 
burned what wonld Theodore do ?”

DECORATION- DAX. 


The Services at Kendailiville, ind. 

Special Corresponaence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Kenpattvitiz, Iod, May 80.—The annual 
memorial services of Decoration-Day were duly 
observed under tiie auspices of McPherson Post, 
No. 1. G. A. R. Tue Post left the city at 8 U. n., 
led by the Independent Firemen's Silver Band, 
and visited the cemetery at Lisbon, where they 
were met by the Sabbath-schools ; and the beau- 
tiful service of the G. A. R. was read, with sing- 
ing by the children, and a short speech by Lieut. 
N. Teal. They then proceeded to Allen Chapel, 
2 miles from Lisbon, and there were met also by 
the Sabbath-schools, and services held. There 
being a large number of soldiers buried in the 
cemetery, the services were highly inmterest- 
ing. The Post then returned to the 
city, stopoing on the road at the farm 
of Mr. Rviand Reid, whose only sos, Lieut. H. 
Reid, lies buried in a beautiful grove on his 
farm. 

At 1 p. m. the full services of the day com- 
menced. The Sabbath-schools of the various 
churches, with the pastors and choirs, met at 
the Fust Presbytenan Church. The Post, sur- 
viving soldiers, the city officers, and the mem- 
bers of the Fire Departments, all met at Fire- 
meao'’s Hall. The line of mareh extended over 
2 miles, and was completely filled with carriages, 
buggies, wagona, etc. The Arila Brass Band 
led the city officers and firemen; the Albion 
Baud led the Post; and the City Band led the 
Savday-schools, choirs, etc. 

On arrival at our new and beautiful cemetery, 
the services were opened with p:ayer by the 
Rev. Mr. Toby. of the M. E. Church; then siug- 
ing by the choirs of the different churebes, under 
the lead of Mr. John Graham; followed by ap- 
propriate music by the three bands united; then 
prayer by the Post-Chaplaiv, Lieut. John 
Vaught; followed by an address by Mavor 
James Goly rose; then a hymn by the Sunday- 
schools; followed by calling Noble County's Roll 
of Honor, by Capt. R. PF. McGregor. The roll 
embraces men in seventeen different regiments 
and branches of the service. „The total number 
of.men on the roll is 398, Cho all lie buried 
in the Soutb,—being Noble Conuty's coutribution 
of the lives of ber fathers and sons for the 
maintenance of the Union during four years of 
war, besides the many who have died since and 
are buried nere. 

The children of the Sunday-schools then dec- 
orated the wraves with beauifel wieatie, 
crosseea, bouquets, etc.; which was followed by 
appro; riate hymns and prayer. After the bene- 
diction, the procession re-formed and went to 
the old cemetery, where services were also held. 

In the eveving a union service was held at the 
M. E. Churca,—sermon by the Rev. Mr. Brey, 
of the Christian Church,—attended by the Post 
and a large audience. 

Taking the dav’s proceedings, all througn, it 
will be long remembered in our little city as one 
of the pleasentest davs we have had for years. 
In view of the number of people aud vebicles, 
the only wonder was, that the dav passed wich- 
out any acodents. The line of march was in 
charge of Comrades Hall, Zimerman, and 
Vought; Comrades Teal and Conlogue were 
officers of the daß; and Comrade M. Branard 
sag in command of the color-guard.

WHAT I8 TO BE DONE WITH THEM? 

The discovery and exposure of the whisky 
and other frauds on the revenue have been 
followed by the most vigorous efforts on the 
part of the Treasury Department to purify 
the Civil Service of every officer directly or 
indirectly, presently or remotely, implicated 
in the frauds, or in any way responsible 
therefor. In these efforts, the Secretary of 
the Treasury has the earnest support and co- 
operation of the President. Both of these 
officers have declared open war upon all 
frauds upon the revenue, and unsparing 
rigor in the prosecution of all persons 
guilty thereof. They propose to vindicate 
the law by the prosecution of all who have 
violated it, and the enforcement of the law 
to the suppression of fraud and the full col- 
lection of the revenue. The Administration 
could do no less than this without being false 
to its legal and moral responsibilities to the 
people. It cannot tolerate or permit a viola- 
tion of the Revenue laws without becoming 
responsible for the crime; nor is the situa- 
tion in the least changed when some of the 
offenders, caught in the very act, prove to be 
members of the Republican party and under 
the special protection of gentlemen high in 
the confidence of that party. 

But the average politician does not take 
that view of the question. He looks upon 
all things as subordinate to party success, 
and it is this sacrifice of truth, law, and jus- 
tice to supposed party policy that does more 
to injure, defeat, and ‘destroy a party ‘than 
anything else. Hence, already the ordinary 
und average local politicians all over the 
country and within the circle covered by the 
operations of the whisky frauds have reached 
the conclusion—that is, a large number of 
them have—that to prosecute the distillers, 
rectifiers, Gaugers, Storekeepers, bookkeepers, 
Supervisors, and others concerned in these 
frauds, will be to excite an opposition to the 
party among a very large and influential 
class of persons. The argument is, that, 
in a majority of the Congressional districts 


in many of the States, the distillers and rec- 


tifiers, and those connected with them in 
various ways, commercially and financially, 
exercise a controlling political power; that 
they are able to elect or defeat members of 
Congress; that they can control the choice 
of legislators, and thus seat or unseat Sen-, 
ators; that these men can always be depend- 
ed upon for large money contributions for 
election, purposes; that their friendship and 
support are valuable to the party; and that 
their support will naturally be given to that 
party which befriends them, and their oppo- 
sition to that party which prosecutes or seeks 
to convict them of crime. To this argument 
is added that these distillers and rectifiers are 
all willing to pay a portion at least of the 
taxes they may Have withheld, and that it is 
better for the Government to get a considera- 
bie part of its revenue and compromise with 
them, than to alienate such an influential 
and wealthy class by pushing criminal prose- 
eutions. This is the general plea of the 

Congressmen of both parties, and

We think, however, that no more suicidal 
policy was ever adopted or practiced. If the 
Republican party can only hope to retain its 


mising crimes with dishonest men, then it is 
high time that the people should thrust the 
Republican party out of power as faithless 
to its trust and as corrupt beyond redemp- 
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The Republican party is national in its 
membership. It embraces a large majority 
of the people. It depends for its existence 
and suecess not upon the contingency that 
certain men hold office, but upon the faith 
and confidence of the people that the men it 
places in office are honest, have clean hands, 
have pure motives, and are competent and 
faithful in the discharge of the duties of the 
various branches of the Government. If it 
were possible for the Administration to know 
every man in the public ice who is incom- 
petent or dishonest, substitute for 
him some other person Who is both compe- 
tent and honest, and thus give assurance to 
the country that the Government was wisely 
and honestly administered in every detail of 
all its branches, it would command the suf- 
frages of the vast majority of the American 
people. 

No party can retain power which does not 
possess the confidence of the people, and no 
party can possess the confidenge of the peo- 
ple which directly..or indirectly tolerates or 
connives at frauds en the revenue, or retains 
in office men who are partners or under the 
pay of the violators of the Revenue law. The 
Administration has unearthed a gigantic fraud 
having its ramifications all through the coun- 
try ; it holds the evidence not only of fraud, 
but of forgery, perjury, bribery, and robbery. 
It has the criminals in its grasp, and for the 
Government now to hesitate or falter, or to 
make terms with the thieves, is to enable its 
opponents to proclaim the Republican party 
to be a mere organization for the plunder of 
the publie,—a mere organization to promote 
crime and protect the criminals, and, as ‘such, 
wholly unworthy of public confidence, and 2 
disgrace and dishonor to the country. | 

Awprew Jomwson gave free license to the 
whisky men,—gave them several years’ ex- 
emption from taxation; let the Republican 
party profit by the lesson which the people 
administered to that policy and the party 
who supported him. 

The President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury are pursuing the right policy. They 
are extirpating the thieves, official and un- 
official; and the prosecution of the criminals 
to conviction and punishment will do the 
party more good with the people than all the 
support it could get from revenue-robbers 
multiplied a thousand-fold. 


CRIME AND FLOGGING. 

The treatment of crime is experimental at 
the best. The real purpose of punishing of- 
fenses against public safety or morality is to 
restrain and to prevent a repetition of the of- 
fenses. The system which most completely 
attains this purpose is the best. In civilized 
times and countries it is necessarily modified 
by humane and economic considerations, and 
humanitarianism has sometimes so far pre- 
vailed as to defeat the real purpose of punish- 
ment. Society does not hang a man on the 
ancient sentiment of revenge. We no longer 
exact an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth. But the false impression that it is 
this sentiment which sustains capital punish- 
ment has led certain communities to abolish 
it. It is a practical question, to be 
determined by $$ comparative =punish- 
ments, whether human life is as safe 
where there is no capital punishment 
as where the murderer is so disposed of that 
he can murder no more, and where his fate 
stands as a warning to all others murderously 
inclined. There is no evidence that the peo- 
ple of Delaware, where the whipping-post is 
retained, are more cruel by nature than other 
people, notwithstanding the periodical as- 
saults made upon them when their whipping- 
scenes are enacted; the retention of flogging 
simply indicates that they believe that it is 
the most effective deterrent of certain crimes. 
It may be claimed that there is no reason 
why flogging as a punishment for criminals 
should be denounced by communities that re- 
tain the practice for disciplining immature 
and refractory school-boys. 

The experience of England with flogging 
cryninals is not only interesting, but is 
likely to. be of great value to the 
world. Formerly, England carried the 
practice too far. Minor criminals were 
flogged at the tail of a cart by the 
public executioner. There was the pillory 
with its accompaniments of nose-splitting, 
and ear-cropping, and branding with hot 
irons. Civilization brought a reaction against 
such practices, and the humanitarians suc- 
ceeded at last in having corporal punishments 
abolished altogether, with the exception of 
the death-penalty for murder. But there came 
also a reaction against this extreme ground. 
The crimes of violence increased, and 
especially the crime of garroting became so 
common that Parliament found it necessary 
to give the matter its special attention. Sir 
CANIAS Appgnig secured the passage of an 
act, in spite of furious opposition, providing 
for the flogging of convicted garroters in ad- 
dition to the penalty of imprisonment. Gar- 
roting disappeared almost entirely under the 
application of this act, though the cases of ac- 
tual flogging, which was left partly to the dis- 


> cretion of the magistrates, were very rare. 


It was the terror of being flogged which re- 
strained the garroters. 

The effects of this act were found so salu- 
tary that the Justices of England united, 
with two or three exceptions, in recommend- 
ing that flogging, under certain restrictions, 
be extended to other crimes against the per- 
son, and Mr. Cross has recenily introduced 
a bill in Parliament to carry out this recom- 
mendation. This bill receives the approval 
of the London Times, which says: :

SHALL THE COURTS BE OBEYED P 

It is proper, in connection with the con- 
tempt proceedings against the Aldermen, to 
say that the general public has an interest in 
the decision that extends beyond the charter 
question, The injunction having been vio- 
lated, the question whether the charter was 
or was not lawfully adopted must now be de- 
cided by other proceedings. The real ques- 
tion before Judge Wu1ams at this time is, 
whether the order of a competent Court may 
be disregarded with impunity by those to 
whom it is directed. This question having 
been raised, it is desirable that it should be 
determined by the highest tribunal in the 
State, There ig only one way in which 
the Supreme Court can have an op- 
portunity of passing upon the question, 
and that is by the punishment of the Alder- 
men in contempt, and of the attorneys who 
gave them an opinion which they knew 
would lead to a violation of the injunction. 
If Judge Wr114Ms shall decide not to punish 
these persons either by fine or imprison- 
ment, there is an end of this case; but there 
is a danger that such a decision will be ac- 
cepted as a judicial notice to every man in the 
community that he. may violate any injunc- 
tion served upon him with perfect impunity 
if he can hire an attorney to give an opinion 
that the Court had no jurisdiction; and also 
that any attorney may with perfect impunity 
give such an opinion, knowing that it will cause 
a violation of the injunction. Judge WIA 
will assume a serious responsibility if, he 
makes such a decision. It will bea prece- 
dent that will lead to anarchy and law-break- 
ing. An order of Court will thenceforth be a 
mere verbal farce, unless accompanied with a 
posse of constables or a regiment of soldiers 
to enforce it. 

The position which the Aldermen and their 
counsel occupy in this community should 
rather strengthen Judge Wiix14Ms in sustain- 
ing the dignity of his Court than weaken him 
in the performance of his duty. If men, 
sitting in the Council Chamber, and lawyers 
holding good positions in their profession, 
may set the example of nullifying a 
decree of Court, and escape the penalties, 
others will not be slow tofollow. It must be 
kept well in mind that there was no injustice 
in this injunction, even if the Court had not 
jurisdiction, as is claimed by counsel for the 
Aldermen. The injunction was merely tem- 
porary, and no interest was suffering on ac- 
count of it. It had a duration of ten days at 
the very most, and might have been disposed 
of still sooner if the Council had desired. 
If the injunction was illegal, there was a 
ready and easy way of having it 
set aside in a lawful manner. This 
course was not adopted, and because, we 
can only think, there was a belief that the 
Court could be insulted first and dismayed 
afterwards. Whatever the ultimate decision 
may be in regard to the actors in this case, 
we hope that the matter may go to the Su- 
preme Court, which may then have an op- 
portunity of giving a clear and distinct 
utterance that shall not leave judicial decrees 
as footballs for men who have no concern in 
the preservation of our judicial tribunals. 

Of course, if Judge Wiut11aMms should reach 
the conclusion that the injunction was void, 
and that it was lawful to disregard it, he will 
so decide fearlessly. But should he find 
otherwise, it is to be hoped that he will act 
as fearlessly, undismayed by the storm which 
threatens him and the judiciary generally. 
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The statement of Lord Dersy made in the 
House of Lords, relative to the intervention 
of England in the late Franco-German con- 
troversy, develops some important facts and 
brings out very clearly the real issue between 
France and Germany. The intervention of 
England was made upon the suggestion of 
the Russian Ambassador at London, and up- 
on the complaints of the German representa- 
tives at various European Courts that France 
was arming with a view to the early resump- 
tion of war. Lord Derpy states that the 
French Government has declined all warlike 
intentions, and that her only desire was to 
recover her military position. 

There is no doubt that France wishes to 
recover her military prestige which was lost 
in the recent war with Germany, but that 
this is a complete and satisfactory explanation 
of her present operations is absurd; and to 
believe that Lord Dunn looks upon it as such, 
his statement to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, does not do credit to his intelligence. 
The recovery of military prestige is true, so 
far as it goes, but the French people contem- 
plate more than this in their present gigantic 
operations. Their ultimate design is, after 
they have recovered the military position 
from which Germany hurled them so sud- 
denly, to still further strengthen themselves 
and dictate to the other European 
Powers. Once in this position, then 
they can strike at Germany upon the slight- 
est provocation. This is the real motive of 
France in so largely increasing her army, 
which now outnumbers that of Germany;

MORE CHIVALRY. 

There is a gentleman in Dallas, Texas, by 
the name of Stonz. ‘This gentleman belongs 
to the Southern chivalry. He has his own 
notions about honor, and they are very pecu- 
liar ones. Being one of the chivalry, and 
having blue blood in his veins, he is eccentric 
in his likes and dislikes. For instance, Mr. 
Fron dislikes to have ordinary people look 
at him. More than this, he wants plenty of 
room. in his promenades, and no hurrying 
plebeian must jostle him or so much as rudely 
brush past him. Still more than this, Mr. 
Sronz, of Dallas, Texas, does not like to be 
contradicted. To prevent people from look- 
ing at him, coming too near him, or contra- 
dicting him, Mr. Sronz, of Dallas, Texas, 
kills them. In order to kill successfully, Mr. 
Frou has transformed himself into a mov- 
able armory. He carries with him a double- 
barreled gun, a pair of six-barreled pistols, 
and a bowie knife, and he notifies the people 
of Dallas, Texas, that he is a man who kills. 
Sometimes, however, it happens that 
strangers visit Dallas who gre unaware of 
Mr. Srowe’s eccentricities, and do not imme- 
diately observe that he belongs to the South- 
ern chivulry, has blue blood, etc., and, as no 
public notice is posted warning strangers of 
the danger of contradicting Mr. rox, un- 
happy results now and then occur, Of 
course, those who live in Dallas know Mr. 
Sronx’s sensitiveness and do not disturb him.

He 
had never heard of his peculiarities, -was not 
aware that he was a type of Southern 
chivalry, and therefore, of course, did not 
know the etiquette he was expected 
to observe towards Sronz, of Dallas.

Perhaps 
his dinner did not set well. A plebeian may 
have looked at him. Whatever it may have 
heen, Stowe, of Dallas, was unhappy, gloomy, 
and abstracted, and the people of Dallas, 
therefore, gave him a wide berth, for he had 
his armory with him, and was accustomed to 
kill some of the people when he felt in this 
mood.

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THE CYCLONE AND ITS WORK. 

The weather reports have not yet reached 
perfection. They warn mariner and farmer 
of storms, and tell cities when to put on 
overcoats and carry umbrellas, But the 
instruments used cannot yet register the 
exact intensity of the coming atmospheric 
disturbanves, so that occasionally, instead of 
the wished-for rain-storm which is to help 
the young shoots of corn above the surface of 
the earth, the astonished farmer has just 
time to say a blizzard, by gosh,” when a 
whirling cyclone takes corn, earth, house, 
farmer, and family into the next county. 
Blizzards—this new word is the Granger 
equivalent for cyclone —are becoming alto- 
gether too common, on sea and land. Suffer- 
ers from them will take a mournful pleasure in 
finding out all about them from the Popular 
Science Monthly for Jane. Mr. James Macx- 
nTosH, who writes the article in question, 
considers the cyclone as the fundamental 
fact of meteorology, which explains winds, 
storms,—everything, up to the creation of the 
whole solar system. 

The cyclone itself is a eomparatively sim- 
ple phenomenon. When the air nearest the 
earth becomes heated, it rises through the 
colder strata above. But instead of sifting 
gradually up, it breaks through these strata 
in a wedge-shaped column. This is because 
the upward pressure is too great to allow any 
slow movement. The column of hot air 
whirls up and pours forth currents of air 
into the higher atmosphere, while other cur- 
rents rush in below to take its place. If this 
were all, the equilibrium would be quickly 
restored, and the damage done would be con- 
fined to an exceedingly small area. But this 
is not all, When the whirling column has 
once been formed, it moves forward, sucking 
up the heated air next the earth as it goes, 
so producing a commotion over a great sur- 
face of country. Mr. Macxnvrosn likens it, 
in this phase, to a chimney traveling after a 
moving fire, : 

The air which pours forth at the top of the 
celumn expends, and in throws 
off heat. So much heat is lost that the vo- 
por of water carried up by the air condenses

THE RIGHT TO WORK. ; 

The Cincinnati Commercial gives a sum- 
mary history of a strike in Athens County, 
Ohio, which has ended in the sentence of a 
man named Mrrns to one year in the Pen- 
itentiary for killing a man named Exprsrton, 
The case is interesting from the strange and 
extraordinary ending. A strike took place in 
the coal district in 1874. The Miners’ Union, 
against the protest of a large body of the 
members, ordered a strike, and the miners 
thenceforth were divided into two classes, 
those who wanted to work and those who 
forbid all work. The men who wanted to 
work were generally those who had fumilies 
dependent on them, and to whom a loss of 
wages was irreparable. These men, or a large 
portion of them, at last concluded to go to 
work, when they were subjected by the others 
to personal violence, and their families were 
visited and threatened with the direst penal- 
ties if any attempt was made by the father or 
husband to work. One of the witnesses thus 
defined the relations of the two parties : 

I understood at that time that there were two par- 
ties—one side wanted to work, and the other tide did 
not work. The men who did not want to work were 
called Union men. 

The party that wanted to work were called the Be- 
nevolent Association, and were called (by the strikers) 
Ku-Klux and blackguards. I met and made speeches 
at meetings of citizens, held in Miners’ Hall (head- 
quarters of the strikers), My symputhies were with 
the side that refused to work. 

ELpERTON was conspicuous as a leader in 
the party that did not want to work,” and 
Myers was one of those who wanted to 
work.” ExpsrToy was the ringleader in the 
scenes of violence. Mobs visited the mines 
repeatedly and drove off those at work ; and 
here is a specimen of how they operated oth- 
érwise : 

Mrs, Henny Mrroazz testified: My husband was 
a working miner; something near a hundred men 
made a call at our house one morning and inquired 
for my husband, and whether he intended to work; 
I told them I didn’t know whether he intended to work 
of not; they answered that they hoped he would not, 
and added, you have a family here to raise, and 1 
hope he'll live to raise em; if he goes to work he'll be 
killed.” They had revolvers and clube, were on foot 
and marching in regular order. A great many nights 
I took my children and left the house, for fear of being 
killed, I generally carried arms; never went without 
them, It was the custom of the wives and daughters 
of the workingmen after they had been threatened. I 
carried arms from the first of the strike, for the reason 
that our feeling was when they came to our houses 
they didn’t care who they killed. 

A striker thus testified: ~ . ‘ 

The strikers are the Miners’ National Union; this 
Union held its meetings at Schneider Hall threeor 
four times a week; at ome of these meetings I hada 
conversation with ExperTon; he said he would shoot 
Myers and other Ku-Klux, end wanted me to go with 
hin. 

The President of the Union testified : 

The thinking men who had respect for the lew want” 
ed to canvince the men, and so keep them from work. 
The lawiess men would bring them out by violence and 
kill them. Momo was «a violent agitator, I had 
many discussions with him. On or about the 14th of 
April, 1874, s man (Surren) wasshot. I went to 
see him, and met Experrom. I stayed all night at 
hie father-in-law’s, Tomas Farnow. SHEPPARD 
was one of the leading men of the Association. I fre- 
quently stayed at Fannowu. Joc (Ruperton) told 
me Suzrrarp had been shot by the Bilacklegs, and 
that it was his intention to shoot in retaliation. He 
mentioned RUx Tro MYERs. 

Subsequently, ExpznTon met Myzrs and 
assaulted him; he was aided by a dozen other 
strikers, and Mrs, to save himself, shot 
Exyerton. He was tried, convicted, and 
sent to the Penetentiary, and the reader will 
naturally ask, For what ? 

Here was a man who wanted to work, 
who was for weeks hunted by a gang of men 
“‘ who did not want to work, and who had 
determined that no one else should work. 
He and his associates were driven from their 
work, his life was,threatened, and finally, 
when assaulted, he shot the man who as- 
saulted him, and who had threatened to shoot 
him. 

No human ingenuity can torture this act 
into anything save an honest, upright blow 
to defend his right to work, against the 
sault of those who refused to work, and 4 
with violence sought to prevent his doing 80.

The Sioux Have Their Big Talk 
with the Authorities. 


Extraordinary Shrewduess Shown by 
the Uniutored Savages. — 


They Want the Money in Hand 
Before Binding the Bargain, 


Substance of the Treaty Which They 
Wil Probably Be Induced 
to Sign. 


President Grant Deals Gently 
with Sherman’s Memoirs.

THE SHREWD SAVAGES. 
THEY WANT THE MONEY IN HAND. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuivetox, D. C., June 1.—The Indian 
Council to-day served to illustrate thé avarice 
of the Indian and his distrust of the white man. 
The Sioux certainly, by their dickorings to-day, 
earned the title of the Yankees of the Plains. 
The Indians, with the sole exception of Littie 
Wound,—a very subordinate man,—were all 
ready to sign the treaty which the Govern- 
ment presented to them, but suddenly broke off 
the negotiations because the Sevretary of the 
Interior would not agree to violate the law, and 
give them the money before the signing of the 
treaty, instead of purchasing presents with it as 
the law provides. 

The following is the substance of 

THE DRAFT OF THE TREATY 
to which the Indians have agreed, and which 
was presented to them by the Secretary of the 
Interior this morning. Bishop Hava, who was 
present at the Council, carefully examined the 
treaty, and informed the Indians that he gave 
it his approval. It runs, that the Chief and 
head men of the Sioux having heard a full ex- 
planation of the wishes of the Government 
that they should surrender tbe privileges 
contained in the treaty of 1868 to hunt 
in Nebraska and the countries south of their 
reservation, aud being fully informed that 
$25,000 have been appropriated by Congress for 
the purchase of presents for the Sioux Cluefs 
and people, to be accepted by them in compensa- 
tion for the relinquishment of the privileges 
above nemed, the head men agree to surrender 
the privileges contained in that dreaty, and all 
other rights in Nebraska and to the Smoky Hill 
fork of the Republican River, secured by the 
treaty of 1868, excepting the right of oceupation 
of the country in Nebraska north of the divide, 
which lies south of and near to the Nebraska 
River, and west of the 100th meridian. The In- 
dians desired to 
SEE THE PRESIDENT 
before accepting the treaty, put there is no 
doubt that they will sign it to-morrow. Thereby 
their right to hunt in Nebraska and Wyomiog 
will be relinquished. The Government will then 
to negotiate for the Black Hills. 

There were several curious illustrations of the 
Indian character at the Council to-day. 
Cloud dramatically began, Great Spirit, hear 
me, and bave mercy upon me, aod pity me. 
[Long pause.] I say that Iam brought up so 
that before speak I call heaven and 
earth to witness what I say. I have remem- 
bered the words of my Great Father. I haven't 
let them go. Look at me. I am Red Cloud.“ 
He was not long in getting down toa practical 
deciaration, which was that the Great Father 
had misied him years ago. Red Cloud had the 
worst face and the worst blood of any of the 
leading Chiefs here. He either lied to Prot. 
Marsh at the Agency, or policy has induced him 
to be here. 

RED CLOUD I8 NOT ENTHUSIASTIC 

at bis reception here. He said: It is four 
years since I have been here. I have been shown 
a large building here where the money is kept, 
and I knowl have a deal there. I wiil 
take the $25,000 you offer, but before winter I 
wish you would get more.

EXTENSIVE FAILU<ES IN LONDON. 
New Yorx, June 1.—The Lvenmg fost says: 


The news of the failure of the Aberdare Iron 


Company, of London, Eng., causes s general 
surprise among the trade in this city. Promi- 
nent men in the trade consider it a remarkable 
and important failure. The Aberdare Company 
is a very old concern. It has extensive factories 
in Wales, where it has for many years turned out 
thousands of tons of railroad iron. The Com- 
pany has done but little for a year or two past. 
The American demand fell off entirety, and the 
Continental trade was very much lessened. Then 
there have been numerous protracted strikes, 
which have caused avnoving and expensive de- 
lays in the fulfillment of orders. A strike took 
place recently which lasted five or sis months, 
and it is believed that this last intertuption has 
bastened the downfall of the Company. It is 
not thought that the failure will affect the iron 
trade here. The Company gave employmant to 
5,000 persons. 

The failure of Sanderson & Co., leading bank- 
ers in London, and the firm which failed in 1857, 
but afterward recovered its buaivess and stand- 
ing, will doubtless cause much distress in many 
households throughout the Kingdom. Lise 
Overend, Gurney & Co., they beid a vast number 
of smal! deposits, and their failare to the extent 
of £800,000 will be the most painful result of 
this complicated business disaster.

A car-load averages 350 bashele, which maxes a 
total dhipment to date of 107,100 bushe's. There 
are pow in the elevators some 8,750 busbels 
more, ready to be loaded as soon as the cars can 
be furnished for the transportation. In addi- 
tion to the above, there bas been a large amount 
of flour shipped both East and West. While it 
is true that 115 000 bushéls is not a great amount 
of grain, we must consider that as vet the 
country is thinly settled, and that but a small 
portion of the settled lands are under cultiva- 
tion; and that while Elk Point is as torifty and 
flouriching a town as there is in the southern 
portion of the Territory, Vermil oa, the county- 
seat of Clay Cayty. 15 miles to the west, and 
Sioux City, which has become quite an important 
railroad centre, 22 miles to the east, draw their 
full share of the grain from the suiroundimg 
country. When we go up the Sioux Valley 
(winch is ove of the most feftile and beautiful 
valleys in the Territory) a distance of 20 miles, 
the greater portion of the grain finds a market 
at Le Mara, Ia., —it being more convenient of 
access to the farmers, owing to the oitentimes 
impassible condition of the road across the 
Missouri Valley from the table lands to the rail- 
road station at Elk Point. If the turnpike from 
Richtand to the Poiot, which is now proposed, 
be constructed, the last-named place will be the 
outlet for almost all the grain raised in the Sioux 
Valley. 

The season has been as long delayed here as 
io almost all other places; but, wishin the past 
two weeks.

The sudden rise of the 
Missouri River five weeks since caused an over- 
flow between this place and Vermilion, and 
again below Vermilion, Which extended to Elk 
Point, sabmerging thousands of acres under 
from 2 inches to 3 feet of water. Several miles 
of che track of the Dakota Southern Road was 
floated entirely from its bed a distance of from 2 
to 25 feet. The damage done was very great, 
but the energy and personal supervision of the 
repairs by the Superintendent, J. 8.

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Toughened Glass. 
Lu on Times, 

Our Paris cortespoudent writes under date 
May 9: Lou gave an account a few seeks ago 
of the discovery by M. Francois de la Has tie, a 
Freuch engineer, of a process by which glass 
while retaining its tianspareney practically ceases 
to be britile. Yesterday evening M. Victor de 
Laynes, who, with M. de Bastre’s sanction; bas 
for some weeks been making experiments at a 
glass mabufactory, delivered « lecture on the 
subject at the anoual meeting of the Societe 
de Secoars des Amis des Sciences. M. 
Dumas, the distinguished chemist and per- 
maneut Secretary of the Academie des Sciences, 
presided, and tne large amphitheatre of the 
Faculty of Arts at the Sorbonne was crowded, 
most of the members of scientific bodies aud 
the chief glass maoufacture:s being among the 
audience. M. de is Bastie bimseif was also pre- 
gent. M. de Luvnes explained the expansion 
aud compression of the exterior and interior 
parte Caused by immersing glass heated to a cer- 
tain temperature in an oleaginous bath, and he 
gave some bighly interesting proofs of the suc- 
cess of the process. Thus be applhed some vig- 
o:ous blows witha hammer to a piece of glass 
shich in its ordinary condition muss have 
been broken into fragments, but 
which sustained this violence without being 
any the worse for it. A small tube of thin 
twisted glares being fastened in a vive, he en- 
deavored to break off the extremity of it with a 
pair of piccers, but it was only after soveral al- 
tempts and by diot of much evident muscular 
exertion that he succeeded in doing so. A tur- 
nace, moreover, was brought into the hall, and a 
number of small globes aud pieces of sheet glass 
were submitted to the toughening process. M. 
de Luyues then threw some of them on the 
floor to show that they could bear the shock. 
The giobes were fastened by strings to staves 
of wood at various heights, and ao assistant 
mounting a laddor aod setting fire to the 
string, taney fell on the table with considerable 
force, thence rebounding. on the floor, but only 
one or two of them were fractu:ed, aod those 
only when falling four or five yards, The as- 
sistant also mounted on a curved plate of glass 
placed on the table so as to represent an are of a 
circle, but though the on of the glass on 
which he stood was an inch or two above the 
table it bore the weight of his body. A similar 
experiment with much thiuner glass was not 80 
successful, but M. de Luvnes stated that it had 
previously borne the strain, though k bad 
been necessary for the assistant to 
mount upon it somewhat carefully 80 as 
to equalize the pressure as much as possible. 
Of course, M. de la Bastie, as M. de Luynes ex- 
plained, does not pretend that glass thus tem- 
pered is absolutely free from danger of break- 
10 but be dec'ares that it will bear eighty or 
100 times the strain of ordinary glass, and last 
nicht's experiments afforded conclusive evidence 
of the value of the discovery. Tne giass, more- 
over, it is stated, can be cut under certain condi- 
tions as easily as common giass. By means of 
the electric light M. de Luvues gave some inter- 
eating experiments of the optical properties of 
glass. the distribution of the colors, which were 
very brilliant, depending on the shape given to the 
object. The audience showed the utmost inter- 
est in the experiments and explanations, the for- 
mer 822 frequent applause. The A 
durability glass articles will obviously be a 
disadvantage to the trade, but against this must 
be set the use of glass for many purposes from 
which ite brittleness has hitherto excluded it. 
Not only will it be applied to many domestic 
peepee. but in some branches of manufacture 
it 18 likely materially to ch@apen production. In 
chemical works, for example, metallic chambers, 
which are expeosive without being durable, will 
certainly be substituted by glass. M. de la Bas- 
tie is taking measures for the cal working 
of his discovery, and his English agents, Messers. 
Abel Rey Brothers, of 29 M g lane, exhibit a 
number of articles to which it has been

Work was then taken up, discussed, and 
adopted. 

A commentary on certain overtures was re- 
ported from the Committee on Church Matters, 
and laid on the table. This Committee was then

where he has since resided. He continned to 
follow the law, and practiced in various-courts 
here, but without v great success. He did 
not exbibit much love for the dry records of the 
law, but bad an extreme fondness for whatever 
sensational and peculiar elements it possessed. 
At that time an opportunity offered for a prac- 
tice in these attractive flelds was not as great as 
now, and Mr. Wicker, about 1861, abandoned the 
law for journalism. He firste secured employ- 
ment on the Times, where he performed the du- 
ties now known as those of a 

POLICE-COURT REPORTER. 

His calling daily took him among the cases, the 
ractitioners, and frequenters peculiar to the Po- 
ice-Court. As the criminal business of this 

kind continually increased, Mr. Wicker sawin it 

A VERY ALLUBING FIELD 
wherein his love tor the law, and the sensational, 
aod siogular, could boch be gratified. He there- 
fore forsook newspaper work and devoted him- 
self to the Police Court practice. In 1863, when 
the entire Police Court business of the city was 
contined to the old Armory, over which Justice 

Milliken presided, he began this type of the law 

anti followed it constantly up to the time of his 

death. He was a constant attendant at all the 

Police Court sessions ; be was as certain to be on 

hand as the Judge himself. He soon become fa-, 

mihar to the frequenters, lawyers aod policemeu 
who participated in the ceremonies, as weil as to 
the hosts of prisoners whose lives were spent in 
rotating from the Police Court to the Bridewell 
and from the Bridewell to the Police Court. 

There he continued until 1869, when the amend- 

ment to the charter divided the Police Court 

business and established a court on the West 

Side. Mr. Wicker, who.was a man of good edu- 

cation, and a much abler lawyer than those who 

take up a similar practice, was not inclined to 
adopt the modes of legal warfare brought in 
vogue under the eway of Summerfield apd Ban- 
yon, and betook himself to Judge BSeully’s 
court, ‘where he has since practices. His old 
associates, Miliken and Sturtevant, with whom 
he used to sit and discuss grave questions of 
polities or law by the. hour, had gone to other 
fields, and he looked down upon the new genera- 
tion who shoved them from their stools. They 
had spoiled his South Side couri-room, removed 
ts Judges, turned out its old Constable, gotten 

a new clerk, and swept out the venerable cob- 

webs. It was no place for the old man, and he 

left it forever. 

He soon became one of the features of the 
West Side Court. He was popular with ali the 
atteodants and with the prisoners, hosts of whom 
he has defended agains: all the broad range of 
charges usually made before Police Court Magis- 
trates.
